Students survey 
large ‘Y’ sample 


When Monday Magazine decided to conduct a straw 
poll at the 11th hour of this year’s election (see pg. 3), 
the editors were worried whether they could get a large 
enough sample for a valid survey of the student voters. 

“We did not want to try for such a poll unless we 
could gather at least 1,000 sample ballots from BYU 
students,” said faculty adviser Nelson B. Wadsworth. 
“No-one was sure if that was possible in a single day to 
meet our deadlines.” 

The decision to try for such a large-sample poll was 
made last Wednesday night, as the editors began putting 
together today’s issue. “We were curious to know just 
how representative BYU might be compared to the 
national electorate,’ said editor Donna Rouviere. 
“Everyone was sorry we didn’t begin with the poll

We saw it Wednesday when 
Ronald Reagan spoke on 
campus. Reagan, a man 1 once 
deeply admired, viciously 
attacked the Humphrey-Hawkins 
bill. Having researched that bill 
for Senator Hatfield, 1 believe it 
to be a very bad piece of legislation; yet 
I know it does not provide the 
machinery for the’ wrecking of 
the American free enterprise 
system that Reagan said it did. 

We saw it when Jimmy Carter 
selected Fritz Mondale as his 
running mate. Carter assured the 
nation that Mondale was picked 
because he would make the best 
president should Carter die. I 
don’t want to doubt Carter’s 
sincerity in believing Mondale to 
be a good man for the job, but 
how can he honestly say the 
Minnesotan is the “best” man? 
How can anyone ever say a 
candidate is the best possible 
man? If we really knew, we 
might discover the best possible 
potential president is a sewer 
commissioner in Tulsa, 
Oklahoma. Why can’t Carter 
deflate the rhetoric, be more 
honest, and simply say, “I feel 
Mondale isa good man?” ~ 

This political lewdness, this 
willingness to do or say almost 
anything for publicity, this 
willingness to bloat the rhetoric 
and create false political images 
originates from lust—the lust for 
votes. This lust for votes springs 
from the lust for power. Four 
years ago, Jimmy Carter was a 
little-known governor in the 
Deep South. He was not a great 
governor nor was he a 
particularly bad govenor, but he 
was an ambitious governor. For 
the last two years of his single 
term, he quit running the

government of Georgia and 
started running for President. 
For the last twenty-two: months, 
he has done little besides read 
his Bible each night and seek the 
Presidency.

Nixon—burning ambition for 
power. 

A réporter once asked Carter, 
a graduate of Annapolis, why he 
had quit the Navy. Carter replied 
that in the Navy the highest he 
could achieve was Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff and he 
wasn’t satisfied with that 
possibility. I get nervous every 
time I think that the next 
occupant of the White House 
will probably be a man who 
knew at a young age that power 
of the most powerful military 
man in the world wouldn’t be 
enough for him. So, in his quest 
for power, this artful dodger of 
the issues has flashed his famous 
smile and conducted a successful 
but dismal campaign. I suspect 
he has been successful only 
because the campaigns of his 


opponents were even more 
dismal. 
However, I get almost as 


nervous when I think of Ford 
staying at 1600 Pennsylvania 
Avenue. At first, 1 rejoiced when 
Ford took residence there. Here 
is a man, I thought, for whom 
the power of politics is not a big 
personal ego trip. I still believe 
he is not affected by power fever 
as most politicians, but recently 
he has shown little evidence of 
that. This former college 


football star may. not be too 
adept at expressing himself on 
foreign affairs, but he seems very 
adept at pulling the level of the 
campaign down to new lows. I 
seriously wish he’d stay at the 
White House the last two 
months to prune the rose 
bushes. 

In the last presidential debate, 
both President Ford and Jimmy 
Carter promised to raise the level 
of their campaigns in the last ten 
days. Why couldn’t they have 
done that last January? Their 
promise is kind of like the boy 
who tells his mother. he won’t 
snitch any more cookies as he

‘‘Synthesis astounded everyone in the Southern 
California jazz competition they were in last year,” says 
Cowie. “They walked off with the show. At that time 
that gained a name as representatives for the University. 
They had a lot to do with Mangione coming to BYU.” 

In a year when students camped out all night for 
Carpenters tickets and perched on pillows for the 
Grassroots, Mangione is faring fantastically.

Bills and his partner, 
23-year-old Park Smalley, are 
members of a freestyle skiing 
team promoted by K2 Skis. The 
several short aerial acrobatics 
shows they performed last 
Wednesday were sponsored by 
the ASBYU Social and Athletics 
offices. 

The exhibitions were leased 
for $5002 as=part of an 
advertising campaign for the 
ASBYU Ski Swap. Normally, 
however, they promote K2 skis. 
at ski shops around the western 
United States. 

“New shops opening up lease 
the show to draw business,”’ says 
Bills. ““K2 was the first company 
to build the unique ramps,” he 
adds, although other companies 
have adopted them since. “K2 
builds and designs the ramps 
right in its own factory.” 

The team is only one of five 
sponsored by K2. There is 
another team in the United 
States, two in Europe and one in 
Japan. The teams consist of 
three professional skiers who 
travel for three months. The 
team’s third skier, a girl, was 
unable to make the scene at 
BYU and ASBYU Academics 
Vice President Bill Sadleir filled 
in on a couple of jumps. 

Doing jumps on the ramp, the 
two skiers say, it is like ““A cross 
between skiing and tramp. The 
landing is just the opposite from 
skiing on snow,” says Bills. You 
have to lean backwards on your 
heels instead of forward.”

Revenge was sweet as the 
Cougars over-powered Arizona 
State University 43-21 Saturday 
in Cougar Stadium. 

The win, coupled with 
Wyoming’s loss to Colorado 
State, opens up new daylight for 
the Cougar’s Fiesta Bowl bid. 

BYU’s offensive unit, led again 
by the passing arm of junior 
quarterback, Gifford Nielsen, 
amassed 471 yards in~ total 
offense, 366 in the air and 105 
on the ground. Nielsen 
connected on 20 of 37 attempts 
for 339 yards. Running backs 
Todd Christensen, Jeff Blanc, 
Rodger Gourley, and. Dave 
Lowry combined for the 105 
yards rushing. 

The game was not one-sided as 
the score might indicate, 
however, Arizona State received 
the opening kickoff and started 
the Arizona drive on their own 
20 yard line. 

On the second play of the first 
series, Arizona State quarterback 
Dennis Sproul threw a short pass 
that was picked off by BYU 
linebacker Larry Miller who 
returned the catch to ASU’s 
10-yard line. : 

Nielsen gave to Blanc twice, 
threw. an incomplete to tight-end 
Brian Billick in the end zone and 
finally gave to wide-receiver, 
John VanDerWouden on a fake 
field goal for the first score. 
Dave Taylor’s PAT made it 7-0. 

Two plays later ASU scored 
on an 80-yard pass from Sproul 
to wide-receiver Larry Mucker. 

BYU immediately answered 
the bomb with one of its own. 
Starting at his own 22 yard line, 
Nielsen lofted a 56-yard pass to 
tight-end Tod Thompson for a 
first down on the ASU 22 yard 
line.

two yards Nielsen threw to 
fullback Todd Christensen for a 
first down on the ASU 6.. 

The Cougars couldn’t put it 
across the goal line and settled 
for a 21-yard field goal by Dave 
Taylor, making the score 10-7 
BYU. 

Two series later, Arizona 
State: was back on the 
scoreboard taking the first lead 
in the game on-two passes from 
Sproul, the first from the ASU 
13 yard line, 44 yards to 


wide-receiver Paul Ervin. He 


fired another 43-yard pass to 
Mucker for the score. Arizona 
led 14-10. 

BYU returned the favor. 
Starting from their own 22 yard 
line, the Cougars drove 72 yards 


in eight plays to score on a 


Nielsen pass to wide-receiver 
George Harris. The Cougar’s led 
again 17-14 with 3:31 remaining 
in the first quarter. ; 

Arizona matched the Cats 
pound for pound and on the 
next series moved 80 yards in 
nine plays from their own 20 
yard line to score with 22 
seconds remaining in the first 
quarter of play. At the end of 
the quarter ASU. had the edge 
21-14. 

The scoring tempo slowed in 
the second quarter. Arizona 
never scored again. BYU added 7 
points to its score in the second 
quarter on a 57-yard drive 
starting on the Cougar 43. 
Fullback Dave: Lowry carried 
from the ASU 2 yard line for 
that score, with 3:35 remaining 
in the half. 

BYU left for the locker room 
at halftime with a 24-21 lead 
and spent the rest of the game 
widening that margin. The 
Cougars added a total of 19 
points in the second half while 
ASU was unable to put anyone 
on paydirt.

Wilkinson 


has heart attack 


Dr. Ernest L. Wilkinson was in 
critical condition Sunday night 
following a severe heart attack 
suffered at the BYU football 
game Saturday afternoon. 

The 77-year-old former BYU 


president was approaching his 


seat in the BYU stadium before 
the game’s kick-off when he 
collapsed. 

He had arrived at the second 
tier of seats in the stadium when 
he suffered the attack. His son 
Ernest, a heart specialist, 
immediately began to give him 
external heart massage. Shortly 
‘after, BYU Security officers 
arrived and began to give Dr. 


Wilkinson mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation. He was rushed by 
ambulance to the intensive care 
unit at Utah Valley Hospital. 

Dr. Wilkinson has a history of 
heart problems including at least 
one heart attack in 1956 and 
open heart surgery several years 
ago. 

Dr. Wilkinson served as 
president of BYU from 1951 to 
1972. During his administration, 
the university grew in 
enrollment from less than 5,000 
to 25,000. Eighty major 
buildings were added to the 
BYU campus during his time as 
president.
